Section 1. NEW SECTION. 144_.53A VIOLATIONS CONSTITUTING
IDENTITY THEFT.

In addition to the penalties imposed pursuant to sections
144 .52 and 144.53, a person who violates any provision of this
chapter relating to preparing, applying for, or receiving a
report, record, certificate, or certified copy thereof, 1If
such violation constitutes identity theft pursuant to section
715A.8, shall be subject to the penalty provisions of section
715A.8, subsections and 4.
EXPLANATION

This bill provides that if a person violates a provision of
Code chapter 144 relating to the issuance of vital records,
and that violation constitutes identity theft pursuant to Code
section 715A.8, the person shall, in addition to any penalties
otherwise imposed, be subject to the Penalty provisions for
identity theft violations. Specifically, an identity theft
violation where the value of credit, property, or services
involved exceeds $1,000 is a class "D" felony; a violation
where the value of credit, property, or services involved does
not exceed $1,000 is an aggravated misdemeanor; and in both
instances violations are considered an unlawful practice under
Code section 714.16. That Code section contains provisions
including a civil penalty of up to $40,000 per violation.
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
